Lovally like love iis Idiiclrod passion, id 
fissentially demonstrutive : Tho chivultii; oKl 
Bcntiment of dovotion to the ollico ami person 
of royalty which sliU burns with undiminished 
fervor in tho bosom of every Uriton, must 
find an occasion now nod then to prove itsull' 
in some tangible inodo of c.vprossion. 'I'hc 
natal day o( our Sovereign Queen lias long 
been a day devoted to lliat purpose over tlie 
length and breadth of limt vast Em]VMC 
which owns licr .sway : nnd long may it coii- 
tinuQ 30. Hut now. another day hiia come, 
one of which tho liko baa uot occurred in a 
long series of years, "nhd ono' which to tlie 
thinking mind is productive of a train of as- 
sociations that send-! a tliriil tbroiisU one's 
very soul. Our tiiouglit.s run back lo lliu day.-i 
of the Plantagenets when the ru-.sl rriiieo of 
Wales of tin; English lino was boi-n in Car- 
narvon Castle to the banglity King IvhvarJ 
" 1. This auspicious event was made the oc- 
casloii ol ,tho commencement of a lusting 
' peace between tho rerauant of the old BriiisL 
. race iwho.had taken refago in AYales.aiul tlie 
_1nany-raccd English people. The Welsh ac- 
cepted tho young prince born on tlieir soil as 
their cliief in the place of the colcljraUd 
Llewellyn, the last of the ancient Ih-iti^^h 
Princes of Wales who was Idiloil some lime 

■ beloro while fighting againtt the Iviii'.; of ICng- 
land.. But. through tho birth of IMwaiil I'l 
Carnarvdo brought peacu between Kngland 

■ ftnd the Prinoipality. His own life was mark- 
'ed by misforliino and his death whs miserable. 

His 20 ycais' reign was dislingiii?!ii".! by re- 
volt among liis own nobility by |ii^ Imiiiiiiating 
defeat at tlio hands of the Seoteli at lianiiuck- 
burn, followed by a dreudfnl rauiina. and was 
terminated with bis own death by violence »i 
Berkley Castle in 1327. The llrsl I'.nglish 
Trince of Wales was the first English ICing 
who was deposed and murdered, though such 
n fate was not afterwards 80 very tincommou. 
It would be a bug story to tell the history of 
the various princes who havu held tbo title of 
■Princo of Wales from that time to oiii- day ; 
little less in fact than the history of iCii^^laiid. 
Individual and national qualities good nnd 
had, noble and base, stand forth in tlieir lives 
in promiucQt colors. Among them the val- 
iant young warrior Edward the Black Prince, 
one of. the braveat and most muguaiiimous 
young kdigbts that ever wore spurs. To his 
arm England owes some of tho brightest 
■'pages in her roll of fame. Tho glorious bat- 
tle Gelds of Cressy nnd roictiers were tri- 
umphs to Englisli arms won under the leader- 
ship of this the third Prince of ^^'alcs. I'ity 
it was, tho throne never received one so well 
titled to Qll it with glory ; he died ere his time 
came to hold the sceptre. Then came Eicli- 
ard of Bordeaa.*: afterwards the uafortnuntc 
Bicbard II. Henry of Mbnmoatii, of the 
House of Lancaster, who learned iho art of 
war in suppressing the rebellion of Oweu 
Glendower. Edward of Westminster, with 
whose murder after the battle of Tewkesbury 
came the downfall of the House of Lancaster. 
Then appeared Edward of the Sanctuary of 
the House of York, who was murdered in the 
Tower iDjhlSjb'pjiboOd,^^^ of the 

ambiiloOa^Iliobai^ of Gionccster, whoso nvvn 
aon7Edwnrd of Midilleham, never lived lo fill 
tbe'tbrODe 60 fottlly obtained for him by his 
father. Arthur of Winchester died young, 
and gave place to his brother Henry of (ireen- 
wich, afterwards the notoi] Henry YIII., 
the first of the Tndors. The blood of the an- 
cient British kings thus flowed llirou^h an 
English monarcb'B'vdins. Edward the Si.xtli 
never was creaitdCEriiiice',?of Wales, so tliu 
title shifts to tbe^3tl)art8,> and Henry Fred- 
crick of Sterling, son' oif James the Fii.'<t of 
England, bears it lor a while, and dies young.
